Dog Vaccination Clinics Open Today 
In Southern Tulare County Areas 


VISALIA - Through the 
cooperative effort of the 
County Health department 
and the Tulare County 
Veterinary Medical as- 
sociation, dog vaccination 
clinics will be conductedin 
18 locations throughout 
Tulare county from July 6 
to July 12. 

At these clinics dogs will 
be. vaccinated against 
rabies only and nolicenses 
will be issued. Fee forthe 
vaccination will be $2.00. 

Rabies vaccination is 
good for two years and dogs 
vaccinated last year do not 
need another injection this 
year but licenses must be 


renewed. Licenses can be 
obtained from the office of 
the County clerkin Visalia. 

The discovery of rabies 
in bats in Tulare county 
during the past year places 
the county asa rabies area. 
In rabies areas, State law 
requires the vaccination 
and licensing of all dogs 
over four months of age. 
This includes all dogs 
whether they are confined 
to yards or not. 

Dogs brought to clinics 
must be on a leash or 
under the full control of the 
owner. It is requested that 
young children not be sent

The new bill would 
permit an increase in pro-

Although Egypt is not 
mentioned by name, 
11195 is plainly aimed to 
stop the importations of 
Egyptian cotton.
